1 . This is to the claims filed on 08/28/2008. 



Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1, 3-4, 7, 21-27, 29-31 are allowed. 

Prior arts of record, Dimitrova et al, "Personalizing Video Recorders using Multimedia 
Processing and Integration", ACM 2001, and van Ee et al., US Pat. No.6,208,341 Bl, are 
addressed in the rejection of the claims. 

Applicants argued they have their utilities for the claims. They argued the prior arts of 
record fail to teach or suggest any of the features recited in the independent claims relating to the 
interaction between the host computer device and the remote control device . The arguments are 
provided in their pre-appeal brief filed on 01/28/2009.
